"Russia," he continued, "is fac- 


ing now the complete reorganization 
of the whole edifice of its national 
life. All the branches of the gov- 
ernment and public 
activity,

financial and economic system, the 
very habits and customs of life are 
to be moulded in the spirit of the 
new freedom. 
Public and

institutions, civil and criminal law, 
finance, industry and commerce—all 
these manifold exertions of state life 
will have to be remodeled, and form 
the future edifice of state legality 
embodying the -great principles of 
liberty and democracy."

air raid 707 persons were killed and 
86 wounded at Chatham, it is an- 
nounced officially. 


The victims were naval ratings. 


Six airplanes took part in the raid. 
'- Reports received here from south- 
east coast towns say that during 
Monday night's raid, the air along 
the coast and for some miles inland 
resounded with the noise of aircraft 
engines. One of the rajders passed 
over a coast town headed seaward, 
its engine making the loudest noise 
ever heard there from an airplane. 
The sound resembled the noise of a 
Zeppelin and came from a great 
height. 


The raids over

coast on Sunday and Monday nights 
seem to have been more for the pur- 
pose at testing the possibility of at- 
tack by moonlight than in the hope 
of doing any considerable damage. 
Like the single aviator who dropped 
bombs on Dover Sunday night, those 
who came last night kept at a very 
high altitude and while their ma- 
chines could be heard they could not 
be seen.

ark, was one of the speakers and had 
delivered a part of his address to 
the crowd of several hundred people 
who had assembled in 
the 
grove 
near the church. 


When the storm approached those 


in charge of the event decided the 
meeting had better he adjourned to 
the church building. 
Many of those 


who were in the audience in the 
grove, decided to depart for their 
homes and for this reason only a 
hundred or more were in the church 
when the fatal bolt struck. 


While the audience 
was 
being 


settled in the seats, the master of 
ceremonies Rev. Mr. Newsome, an- 
nounced a hymn, "Throw Out the 
Life Line" and several verses bad 
been sung. Mr. Newsome had caus- 
ed a pause in the song for some in- 
terpolated remarks, when the bolt 
struck the church at tho west vesti- 
bule. Jenkins and Ridenbaugh were 
the only ones in that part of 
the 


church. A number of others were in 


the east vestibule but of these only 
Cochran was seriously hurt. " Riden- 
baugh had his hand 
on Jenkins' 


shoulder-when the latter was strick- 
en. 


When the people in the 
church 


had recovered they began an investi- 
gation and found the two boys injthe 
vestibule. Jenkins was dead and 
Ridenbaugh badly dazed. 
Cochran 


was found unconscious. None of the 
others in the building seemed 
to 


have suffered any serious 
effects 


though all were shocked. 
• Two 
horses standing 
in 
the 


church yard were knocked down by 
the same bolt but were not danger- 
ously hurt. 


When it was found that death had 


come to one young man and another 
was badly hurt but still 
living, a 


•call was sent to Newark for an im- 
bulance. 
The Bradley car made a 


hurry run to the church and brought 
the injured man to Newark. Jenk- 
ins' body was taken to the home'of 
his parents near the church. 


Cochran was taken to the Nnw- 


ark Sanitarium where medical aid 
was promptly given and it is believed 
that he will recover. Today his con- 
dition was pronounced satisfactory. 


Sen. J. H. Miller in talking of the 


catastrophe today stated that it was 
a most terrifying experence, for th 
congregation standing had just fin

English coast, apparently directed at 
one of the principal British natal 
basee.

Whether their navaf property suf-v 


fered to any extent from the raid has 
not yet been .made apparent ;it is 
known, however, that airplanes en- 
gaged in the operation reached Chat- 
ham, the site of extesive-military atfd 
naval establishment 30 miles south- 
east of London, and that 107 men 
of the naval establishment were kill- 
ed and 86 wounded. 


All the six German machines par- 


ticipating in the raid appeared to 
hare escaped although they were en- 
gaged by Britsh air forces and anti- 
aircraft guns as they swept up the 
Thames estuary to Chatham. The

Postoffices, banks, electric lights, 


telephones, sewer systems and even 
theaters will provide the men in the 
thirty-two armv cantonments and 
camps of the country with most of 
the urban conveniences to which 
they are accustomed. Only public 
libraries now are needed to make the 
camps complete cities. 


And now the necessary library 


systems for the men in the army and 
navy service are about to be pro- 
vided. 
This will be done by the 


American Library Association which 
has been asked by the commission on 
training camp activities on behalf 
of the war department to undertake 
this patriotic work. 
At a recent 


meeting of many leading members of 
the American Library Association. 
Raymond 6. Fosdick, chairman of 
the commission on training camp ac- 
tivities of the war department, said 
In part: 
'„ 
! 


"On the Mexican border last sum- 


mer I can remember that in some of 
these lonely camps as the train stop- 
ped at the watering tank the soldiers 
would come through asking if we had 
anything to read—a book, a mag- 
azine or a newspaper. They were ab- 
solutely without anything to read and 
often had nothing to do. A situation 
like that must never occur again, and 
I do not believe it will occur again; 
I believe the old days are past." 


Through a committee on camp 


libraries and a library war council, 
of which Prank A. Vanderlip, pres- 
ident of the National City Bank of 
New York is chairman, the Ameri- 
can Library Association has started 
to raise one million dollars with 
which to construct, equip and main- 
tain the camp libraries. Each camp 
wifl thus have a chain of main and 
branch 
libraries 
proportionately 


equal in size and variety of litera- 
ture to those of many great cities. 


Every city in the land is being 


asked to contribute an amount equal 
to 5 per cent of its population. This 
movement will appeal to every man, 
woman and child whether he has rel- 
atives or friends in the army or not. 
Letters already received by the com- 
mittee on camp libraries show that 
the men actually crave good books. 


One dollar will provide a book 


and place it on a shelf in a well- 
lighted and heated library building 
with a .comfortable and attractive 
reading room 
It will provide train- 


ed and experienced librarians. 
It 


will keep the book in circulation and 
repair for three years. As each can- 
tonment wil! have a population of 
nearly 50,000 men, branches of the 
main library will have to be dis- 
tributed around in various parts of 
each 
contoninent. 
Through 
the 
hearty co-operation of the Young 
Mens 
Christian 
Association . the 
, Young Men's Hebrew Association and 
the Knights of Columbus, all of 
which have endorsed 
this great 


movement, provision has been made 
to utilize their huts as branches. 
The drug stores, banks and other 
business and recreational places in 
the cantonments will also be used as 
branches. 


WRAPPING PAPER.

In his 
answer there is a clearly implied be- 
lief that conditions of peace could be 
profitably discussed with a respon 
sible German government. The con- 
tinuance of the war on German's 
part no lonser has any vital rela- 
tion to those dreams of imperial do- 
minion out of which the conflict was 
born; it is now merely a struggle to 
prolong the life of the too ambitious 
dvnasty which did the fatal dream- 
ing. 
How much more blood and 


treasure the German people are will- 
ing to spend in a fruitless effort t« 
keep in the hands of an irresponsible 
and discredited autocracy the power 
which otherwise tlieir own chosen 
representatives might exercise, it is 
for tnem to determine. And the one 
way to hasten a right determination 
of this question, and 
bring most 


speedily the peace which all desire, 
is to stand firmly by the president in 
the position which he has taken."
